Additionally, we provide herein references to address the 1 12 (enablement) rejection, exhibits 1-3: (1) 
Kundra, et<tl (1994) Nature 367: 474-476; (2) Yenush, et al. (1994) L Biol. Chenx 269: 100-104; and (3) 
and Cunnmgham et al Science 251: 1233-1236. Briefly, we believe that at the priority date, a skilled 
artisan could readily prepare recombinant cells expressing a given receptor by transforming host cells 
with a gene encoding a receptor protein. Therefore, for those skilled in the art, it was common practice to 
evaluate chemotaxis by means of recombinant cells expressing a given receptor.
